Neb., Press hat the following: "Report 
are coming in from the cattle ranges north 
and west of Kearney, whic^ confiirn th 
worst fears in regard to-the destruction o 
live stock, caused by the great depth o 
snow and intensely cold weather whic 
we have had during tbe coming winter 
Frourlhe IAIIKC* north of us, U is estimai 
ed that 7; per cent of through cattle hav 
perished, and that from 30 to 40 per cen 
of range cattle have died. The cows bav 
suffered the most, the loss being abou 
four to one steer. One gentleman froi 
fifty miles north of here informs us tha 
he does not believe that 10 per cent of thi 
cows wilt live until the grass comes, i 
m»'l caitier on the route from Kearnc; 
north says he would-not give ten dollar 


every hoof in that region,

says that dead cattle are to be seen 
everywhere.

us that hundreds of cattle have had the: 
feet and legs frozen up to their knees, b 
standing m snow eighteen to twenty 
nches deep, with the mercury ten t

ng no better. Cattle owners are very re 
cent about their losses, and are not in 
lined to furnish information lor publica- 
on. They agree that the winter has been 
ic hardest ever known on the plains, and 
lit the losses will exceed any ever beiore 
xperienced in the history of cattle rats 
ng in Nebraska. Cattle that have been 
weltered and fed will come through all 
ght. It is thought by many that this 
inter's experience will largely do away 
ith big herds, and that cattle growers 
ill only aim to raise a? many as they can 
rovide hay and shelter far. Sheep with- 
ut shelter or feed have fared worse than 
attle.

time up to the fatal illness, which occurred 
about two weeks ago. 


"Perhaps it was through some habit- of 


the severest economy acquired in his early 
life, or possibly Irom the fear of coming 
to want that haunts some persons till it be- 
comes a mania, that Mackie gamed the 
name of a miser, When remonstrated 
with for his shabbmess in dress he always 
said that he could not afford better clothes, 
and the same thing was, true of his lodg- 
ings. Sometime ago he was in tins city 
directing the work on the Thirteenth 
street culvert, and an officer of the com- 
pany happened to pass the place about 5 
o'clock one morning and found Mackie 
had stretched himself out, over night, in a 
box car. "Why do you sleep in such a 
place ?" asked the officer, and M'ackie re- 
plied that he could not atTord to pay any 
fanqy 
prices for lodging at a hotel. 


Another instance of tbe miserly ways, in 
which he contrasted so strongly with the 
generality of railroad men, is related of 
him when he was working on the western 
pml of thi* miH, _Trip other men - in the 
party had their washing done by the 
Mormon wstnen, who charged only a 
moderate price, but Mackie used to wait 
until Sunday to perform vhc.lavatory ope- 
ration himself.

Artesian Well*. 


•f he Denver Times learns that the men 


are now on the ground and the tools ready 
for the commencement of work on the ar- 
tesian wells in Colorado, for which appro- 
priation was.made by congress a~year ago 
or more. That material benefit to the state 
and nation may result from this U quite 
possible, and the only wonder is, that the 
government while appropriating millions 
for other projects should never have 
deemed this scheme plausible until one of 
Colorado's senators proposed it. The first 
time congress ever heard of the sub- 
ject was when Senator Hill introduced 
a. bill at the session preceding that just 
closed. His bill p.'rced the" senate and 


afterwards put on tbe agiicultural ap- 


propriation bill just as it passed tbe sen- 
ate, and went through Ihe house in that 
way. Under its provisions two wells are 
to be bored in Colorado, and the work 
should have been -veil along now; but 
owing to the fact that General I.e Due de- 
sired to have the boring done with a dia- 
,rnond drill in order to take out the solid 
core, and thus enable him to study the 
geology of the country, a long delay has 
ensued. Hut as before remarked the men 
are reported to bo ready with the tools, 
and work will begin at once. The spot 
selected for the first well is at a point not 
Far fronfLas Animas, and the present in- 
tention is to select a site for the second, 
east of Greeley.
